SCHOOL FUNDS. 
ANNUAL APPORTIONMENT. 

Superintendent of Schools J. H. 
Strine has just anounced the first reg- 
ular apportionment of school moneys 
for the present year, which wil} end 
on June 30, 1900. 

The distributions to the various dis- 
tricts of the county made in three 
funds—State, county library. The_ 
State fund is not complete, the Comp- 
troller merely advancing the sum of 
$162,016.38 at the present time, although 
some time in January it will probably 
be doubled. Consequently appor- 
tionment, now made of this fund by the 
County Superintendent is only tempo- 
rary. It is made on the basis of $220 
per teacher, and $161,700 is thus dis- 
tributed—meaning that the county has 
employed in its common schools 735 
teachers.

IRRIGATION 
IN ARIZONA. 


Big Ludy Canal Nearly 
Completed. 
Many Miles of Ditches 
and Laterals. 
Bridge of Death at Clifton— 
Guilty Train Robber 
Acquitted. 


YUMA (Ariz.,.) Dee. 19.—{Regular 
Correspondence.j It is anticipated that 
the Ludy Canal, owned and controlied 
by the Irrigation Land and Improve- 
ment Company, will be completed by 
January 20. It’ will by that time have 
in operation thirty-four miles of 
ditches and laterals; and Mr. iway, 
siys 


to furnish sufficient water to irrigate 
50,000 acres. The canal heads about 
three and a half miles down the river, 
fis 100 feet wide at the top and thirty 
feet at the bottom. The bottom of:the 
ditch has no defined width, it being left 
in a sort of cylindrical shape, to pre- 
vent, as far as possible, washing. 
Bridges are to be constructed over the 
headgates for the convenience of 
travel and check and waste gates are 
to be put in every two miles, thereby 
providing at all times for the contro! 
of the volume of water entering the 
ditch. The. reservoir is five miles from 
the river, dhd is a great natural basin, 
covering an area of about 160 acres: It 
will be used as a settling plant, the 
water being confined by a dam across 
the south end. From this basin the 
‘water will be distributed for irrigation 
by means of laterals, The cormpany 
contemplates extending the cana! 
through the ‘State of Sonora. A force 
of nearly one hundred men is at work 
on the canal. 
NOVEL WELL BORING. 

A novel method of well boring Is 
being put into operation in Yuma by 
George Bean, manager of the Yuma Ice 
Company. A casing of iron is sunk and 
the gravel is thrown out by means of 
steam. pressure.

COCHISE COUNTY. 
GUILTY MAN ACQUITTED. 

TOMBSTONE (Ariz..) Dee. 19.— 
Downing, 
one of the Cochise train, robbers, 
had his trial, and has been acquit 
of the charge of train robbery. There 
is no doubt of his guilt, but if he had 
not been acquitted he would have had 
to be hung, according to the laws of 
the Territory, which mokes train rob- 
bery @ capital crime. This penalty of 
hanging for train robbery has never 
been inflicted, juries always being loth 
to inflict the extreme penalty where 
no death occurs. - One conviction was 
had a few years ago at Florence in the 
case of Oscar Rogers, who was sen- 
tenced to be hung for train robbery. 
The verdict was affirmed: by the Su- 
preme Court, but Gov. Franklin com- 
muted the sentence to forty years’ im- 
prisonment. The other offenders im- 
plicated in the Cochise affair, with the 
exception of Alvord and Bravo Juan, 


have all been tried and sentenced to 
various terms in the territorial prison.

Month By Hand.’ 
[Special Correspondence of the Times.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 15.-+Much atten- 
tion is being given to/a curious appa- 
ratus for electro-engraving. This t.a- 
chine permits of electrically sinking 
the steel dies é¢mployed. for striking 
.medalg and coins or embossing sheet 
‘metal, leather or cardboard. The pro- 
duction .of such dies ordinarily re- 
quires special skill on the part of the 
artisan, and they consequently become 
very expensive. The object of the new 
apparatus is to produce cortosion in 
a plate of steel through electrolysis. 
‘This is done through the medium of 
,an electro-chemical bath. A biock of 
plaster bearing at iis upper part a 
raised impression of the figure to be re- 
produced, is half immersed in a so u- 
tion of chloride of ammonium, Upon 
the relief of the biock of plaster is 
placed the steel plate to be engraved. 
This plate is connected with the posi- 
tive pole of a source of electricity, and 
constitutes the anode, The negative 
pole, or cathode, consists of a sheet of 


arranged beneath the block of plaster. 
AS s00n as current is turned on the 
chloride is decomposed, and the chior- 
ine that is set free aitacks the steel 
plate at the points where it is in con- 
tact with the plaster lef. The chlor- 
ide of iron thus formed dissolved and 
the plate is gradually hollowed out. 
Other points of the relief come sueces- 
sively into contact with the metal, and 
there is finally obtained a steel mold of 
the plaster model. With this apparatus 
the en ving of an 812 Iineh steel 
plate requires about fifteen hours. On 
an average it would take more than a 
month to do the same kind and amount 
of work by hand. In. this way any
